He. was a member of the 
Tung Wah Hospits] Commuittec, 
and rendered valuablé assistance os 
a member of»thé ‘Fyphoon ‘Relief 
Committee, on -the. occasion of ‘the 
great’ storm ‘that swept: over" the.)

Tse’ Yat was’ a devout

the Catholic’ Union’ dnd School at 
Macao.
